CALL TO ORDER: The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Library 
Advisory Board was called to order by the Chairman, 
Mrs. W. E. Eckler, at 8:00 p.m. on Wednesday, January 21, 
1970, at the North Palm Beach Public Library, following 
a tour of the new facility.

The Librarian's report and the financial reports were read 
and discussed. 


In connection with the financial report from the County 
Accounting Department, Mr. Gildan made a motion that 

Mrs. Eckler, the Chairman, write the Comptroller to inquire 
about the County's investment policy with regard to the 
investment of Library funds and expressing the Board's 
concern that the Library funds be invested to bring in the 
most interest in line with prudence in the light of current 
needs. Mr. Paul Speicher seconded the motion, and the 
motion passed unanimously. 


OLD BUSINESS: Miss Biller explained the requirements of the Federal Aid 

FEDERAL AID: Program with regard to the requirement that there be a 
“plan for the Year" and a long-range program for library 
development. Resolution No. 48, which recommended to the 
Board of County Commissioners a “Plan for Fiscal Year 
1969-1970," was discussed. Dr. Crawford made a motion 
that Resolution No. 48 be adopted.

Minutes of Meeting on February 18, 1970 


The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board was 
called to order by the Chairman, Mrs. W. E. Eckler, at 8:00 p.m. on 
Wednesday, February 18, 1970, at the Library Headquarters in Building 
S-862, Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm Beach, Florida. 


A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance: 

Mrs. W. E. Eckler, Chairman, Dr. Clarence L. Crawford, Mr. Herbert L. 
Gildan, Mr. Homer Hand, Mrs. Lawrence R. Leviton, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, 
Mrs. Alan S. Rush, and Mrs. Charles Taffel. Miss Florence E. Biller, 
Library Director, also was present as was Mr. Addison Gilbert, Manager 

of the Palm Beach County Data Processing Department. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson, 
Mrs. Shirley Kohl, Mr. Paul Speicher, and Mr. Robert Stevens. 


Because Mr. Gilbert was attending the meeting to provide information on 
the feasibility of a Book Catalog done by the County Data Processing 
Department, the usual order of business was dispensed with. 


Mr. Gilbert and Miss Biller provided information about the proposal to 
do a Book Catalog of the county-owned book collection. Questions were 
asked and a clearer concept of what was involved in producing such a 
catalog by computer resulted. Mr. Gilbert left the meeting following 
discussion of the proposed catalog. 


The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted as received. 


The Librarian's report and the financial report were discussed. The 
Library Director reported that Qcean Ridge had notified the County 
Library that it should be included in the taxing district for the 1970 
tax rolls. She also reported that a letter had been received from the 
City Manager of Manalapan in which he stated they were considering 
establishing a municipal library. The issue was being put to a vote 
of the people at an election on March 3, 1970. While he indicated 
they wished to be removed from the taxing district for 1970, upon 
advice from the county attorney, the County Library Director advised 
them that January 1, 1970, was the effective date for the 1970 tax 
rolls,and they could not be removed from the tax rolls until 1971. 


Mrs. Eckler read a letter from Mr. Paul Icard, the County Comptroller, 
explaining the County policy regarding the investment of County funds 
and stating that at the present time the Library fund has $154,000 
invested and earning interest. 


Resolution No. 51, recommending the amendments and transfers in the budget 
in order to include the unanticipated receipts, was discussed. Mrs. Rush 
moved the adoption of Resolution No. 51. Mrs. Orsenigo seconded the 
motion,and the motion carried unanimously. 


Resolution No. 52, recommending additional personnel, was discussed. 
Miss Biller explained that two of the positions were related to the 
production of the Book Catalog and that the position of Shipping Clerk- 
Driver-Maintenance Man would be partly financed through discontinuing 
the janitorial service done on a contract. basis, which was considered 
unsatisfactory. She also reported that the Clerk-Typist in Tequesta 
was needed because of the, work load. 


Mr. Gildan moved the adoption of Resolution No. 52. His motion was 
seconded by Dr. Crawford, and it carried unanimously. 


Resolution No. 53, recommending to the Board of County Commissioners that 
Mrs. Nancy G. McHugh be retained as a consultant in connection with the 
production, of a Book Catalog because of her experience in librarianship 
and computer application to libraries, was discussed. Dr. Crawford 
moved the adoption of Resolution No. 53, and Mrs. Taffel seconded the 
motion. The motion carried unanimously. 


The Director reported that the Arthur D. Little final report should be 
received about March 1, 1970.

ADJOURNMENT: 


The Director recommended that the standards for cooperating libraries 
in the County Library System be revised as follows: 


(1) Each library should be open to the public at least 
40 hours per week with paid personnel working 
exclusively for the library during all hours the 
library is open to the pvblic. 


(2) Local support of $1.50 per capita or a minimum sum 
equal to .75 mills tax on the taxable value of the 
property in the City as determined by the City Tax 
Roll, whichever sum is less, compared with $1.00 
per capita and .25 in the present agreements. 


Miss Biller reported that the suggested financial standards were those 
required for participation in Federal aid in the future, assuming that 
the County was eligible for a third-year grant, and that all cooperating 
libraries in the System were currently meeting the suggested new 
standards. The population figures to be used would be those of the 
Area Planning Board for April 1969. 


Mrs. Taffel made a motion that these new standards be adopted and 
Mr. Hand seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Gildan moved that the meeting adjourn and Mrs. Taffel seconded the 
motion. The motion carried unanimously and the meeting was adjourned 
at 10:00 p.m.

Mrs. Eckler and Miss Biller reported on a meeting that they had had 
with the County Administrator, the head of the Data Processing Depart- 
ment, and a representative from a book catalog production company with 
regard to the possibility of producing a book catalog for the Palm 
Beach County Library. Palm Beach County does not appear to have the 
capability of producing such a book catalog on its computer, and the 
County Library is in the process of preparing specifications and 
soliciting bids for a book catalog to cover the period of the first 
two years of acquisitions for the Library. 


NEW BUSINESS: The 1970-71 Budget in preliminary draft form was presented for dis-

Mrs. Eckler presented information about the Florida Library 
Association's legislative program for this year, which is to increase 
the appropriation for state aid to public libraries from approximately 
$200,000 to $500,000. Such an increase would mean approximately 
$25,000 in state aid, which is double what we now receive, for Palm 
Beach County Library. Mrs. Eckler stated that she would write to the 
members of the County Legislative Delegation, seeking their support of 
this bill and requesting that they co-sponsor it in order to get as 
many signatures sponsoring the measure as possible. She also presented 
the possibility of asking the Board of County Commissioners to pass a 
resolution supporting the measure. 


Dr. Crawford made a motion that Mrs, Eckler request the Board of 
County Commissioners to adopt a resolution supporting the state aid 
bill at the increased appropriation, Mrs. Rush seconded the motion, 
and the motion carried. 


Mrs. Eckler presented material she had been given by Miss Zella Adams, 
Library Director of the West Palm Beach Library, in connection with 
the appointment of a Library Development Committee, as recommended by 
the Florida Library Association, for Palm Beach County. It was pointed 
out that the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board actually serves 
in such a capacity, and that an additional Development Committee would 
be confusing and have no defined role in Palm Beach County at this 
time. Mr. Speicher made a motion that Mrs. Eckler write to the 
representative of the Florida Library Association who had requested 
such a committee and advise him that the Library Advisory Board serves 
in this capacity in Palm Beach County. Mr. Gildan seconded the motion 
and the motion carried.

Mrs. Eckler reported on the correspondence that she had had in connection 
with the support of the legislative measure which would increase State 
Aid for public libraries in Florida. She reported that all but one of 
the members of the County delegation were co-sponsoring the measure. 

The member not co-sponsoring indicated that he would support the measure 
when it came to a vote. 


Miss Biller reported that the contract for the book catalog had been 
awarded on the basis of the low bid to Science Press, Inc., of Ephrata, 
Pennsylvania. 


The proposed budget for 1970-71 was discussed. Because no response 

had been received to the request for a legal opinion as to whether or 
not the Library could have a building reserve fund and because further 
study of the Arthur D, Little Report was desirable, it was decided to 
hold the budget until after the May meeting if authorization of the 
Board of County Commissioners to do so could be obtained. Dr. Crawford 
made a motion that Resolution No. 56, which requested permission to 
submit both the 1970-71 Budget Proposal and the 1970-71 Salary Request 
following the May 20, 1970 meeting, be adopted, and Mrs. Taffel seconded 
the motion, The motion carried unanimously. 


In connection with the 1970-71 Budget, Mr. Hand reported on the meeting 
that he and the Library Director had had with Don Morgan of the Area 
Planning Office in connection with the availability of County property 
for the site of a Library building proposed to be completed by the 

time it would be necessary for the County Library to move out of the 
present building. Mr. Hand stated that Section 6 adjacent to the 
Airport was County owned and, after discussion, it was decided to 
request 5 acres of this property for a Library site. 


Mr. Hand made a motion that a resolution be prepared and submitted 
to the Board of County Commissioners requesting that 5 acres of land 
in Section 6, Township 44 South, Range 43 Fast, be set aside and 
donated for use by the County Library. Mrs. Taffel seconded the 
motion and the motion carried unanimously. 


It was decided that the County Library Director would prepare a 

summary of her recommendations with regard to the report to be submitted 
to the Library Board Members in advance of the next Library meeting so 
that it could be discussed at that time. 


NEW BUSINESS:

He also reported that his investigation had indicated that a 
building of 7,000 square feet suitable for the library could be 
constructed for between $80,000 and $120,000 at a minimum cost of

This request is being 
held in abeyance following a decision to request Representative James 
and Senator Thomas to introduce legislation drafted by Mr. Bailey to 
amend Section 150.08 of the Florida Code in order to permit the accùmu- 
lation of a Reserve Fund for Construction which would not exceed one 
mill. After some discussion, Mrs. Leviton made a motion that telegrams 
be sent to the Committee Chairmen to which the bill had been assigned 
requesting appropriate action. Mr. Hand seconded the motion, and the 
motion carried unanimously. 


The 1970-71 Budget and Salary Request, as prepared following study 
at previous meetings, were further discussed. Mr. Speicher made a 
motion that Resolution No. 58, recommending the Budget and Salary 
Request as approved by the County Library Board for submission to the 
Board of County Commissioners, be adopted. Mr. Gildan seconded the 
motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director read a memo fromMr. Dean, dated April 21, 1970, 
which was received in response to Resolution No. 57 requesting 5 acres 
of Section 6, in which it was suggested that other County property be 
considered. She reported that she had re-examined the map of County- 
owned property in the Area, Planning Office after receiving this memo 
and found that 5 acres appeared to be undeveloped in the location of 
the Mounts Building. Resolution No. 59, requesting 5 acres in this 
location, was discussed. Mr. Gildan moved the amendment to this 
Resolution to indicate that Section 6 was still the Library Board's 
first choice as first priority for a library site, but that it was 

the Library Board's wish to have the Mounts Building site considered 
as its second choice if Section 6 was not available. Mr. Speicher 
seconded the motion to amend the Resolution, and the motion carried 
unanimously. Mr. Gildan then ,moved that Resolution No. 59, as amended, 
be adopted. Mr. Hand seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously.

The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board 
was called to order by the Chairman, Mrs. W. E. Eckler, at 8:00 p.m. 
on Wednesday, June 17, 1970, at the Library Headquarters in Building 
$-862, Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm Beach, Florida. 


A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance: 
Mrs. W. E. Eckler, Chairman, Dr. Clarence L. Crawford, Mr. Herbert L. 
Gildan, Mr. Homer Hand, Mrs. Lawrence R. Leviton, and Mrs. Charles 
Taffel. Miss Florence E. Biller, Library Director, was also in 
attendance. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson, 
Mrs. Shirley Kohl, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, Mrs. Alan S. Rush, 


Mr. Paul Speicher, Mr. Robert Stevens, and Mr. Alfred Weeks. 
The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted as received. 
The Library Director's report and the financial report were considered. 


The Library Director read a letter of appreciation sent to the Board 
of County Commissioners from a Mobile Library patron. 


It was also reported that Resolution No. 59, requesting a library 
site in Section 6 or the Mounts Building property, was turned down 
by “the Board of County Commissioners on June 9, 1970. 


Those in attendance at the meeting who had been at the preliminary 
budget hearing reported on the hearing. The revised Salary Request 
for the Fiscal Year 1970-71, which was submitted as a result of the 
preliminary hearing, was reviewed. Mr. Gildan made a motion that 
Resolution No. 61, which recommends to the Board of County 
Commissioners the revised Salary Request, be adopted, and that the 
Chairman of the Library Advisory Board write a justification for a 
merit increase for the County Library Director effective October 1, 
1970, and send it to the proper officials. Mr. Hand seconded the 
motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


A report was made on the budget item for the construction of a 
headquarters building as a result of the preliminary budget hearing. 
It was agreed that the Chairman of the County Library Advisory Board 
would write to the members of the Board of County Commissioners in 
connection with this item. 


The Arthur D. Little Report was further discussed and it was agreed 
that the Library Director would now prepare a summary of acceptable 
recommendations and list of priorities for such recommendations to 
be implemented over the next four years. This would be presented 
for adoption at the next meeting. 


The Chairman of the Board and the Library Director reported that they 
had been advised that the hospital districts had been taken out of the 
10-mill ceiling by legislative action. It was also reported that the 
bill introduced to permit a building reserve fund for county libraries 
failed to get out of Committee because of lack of time. 


The Library Director reported that there had been a further request 
from Tequesta to lease the Lighthouse Gallery space. She read her 
reply to the request, indicating that the assignment to the County of 
the lease for the current space had been approved by the Board of

The Library Director read a letter from the West Palm Beach City 
Manager in which he questioned the distribution of County Library 
funds to municipal libraries in the System.

The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted as received. 
The Library Director's report and the financial report were considered. 


The "Use of Library Buildings" policy which had been discussed at the 
previous meeting was reviewed in its revised form. A motion was made 
by Mr. Weeks to adopt the policy as now presented. Mrs. Rush seconded 
the motion, and the motion carried unanimously, 


The Library Director reported that it appeared that the objective of 
the Friends of the Library in the North County area in having an Open 
House at the Tri-Community Library was to have a Friends membership 
drive rather than to commemorate the opening of the Branch Library as 
had been originally understood at the time that the bibrary Advisory 
Board had taken action to co-sponsor this activity. After some 
discussion, Mr. Weeks made a motion that the Open House be limited to 
an anniversary commemoration and that the drive for membership for the 
Friends not be included with this particular activity.

The Library Director pointed out that the lease on the Branch building 
in Tequesta included an option to renew upon the termination of the 
current year's lease on November 30, 1970, and that the option had to 
be exercised by October 1, 1970.

The Library Director advised the Board that October 1, 1970, was the 
deadline for filing an application for State aid for the coming fiscal 
year, She reported that the State Library had estimated that this 
County would be eligible for $26,000 in State aid. 


In connection with an application for both State and Federal aid, the 
Library Director pointed out that it was necessary to adopt a five-year 
plan of development and a program for the coming year. In this 
connection, the documents previonsly submitted to the Board on the 
position of the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board on the basic 
recommendations of the Arthur D. Little Report, and also the suggested 
priorities based on the acceptable recommendations of the Report, were 
called to the Board's attention.: The suggested priorities, with some 
changes and additions, were discussed in detail. In the five-year plan 
it was decided to change reference to an Art and Music Specialist for 
the year 1974-75 to a Fine Arts Specialist. 


After discussion of these two documents, which are required supporting 
papers for the State and Federal aid applications, the Library Director 
presented and explained a budget which incorporated into the County 
Library budget $100,000 proposed for a Federal grant and $26,000 from 
State aid. A proposed budget is also a necessary document to support 
both the State and Federal applications.

Minutes of Meeting on November 17, 1970 


The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board was 
called to order by the Chairman, Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, at 8:00 p.m. on 
Tuesday, November 17, 1970, at the Library Headquarters in Building S862, 
Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm Beach, Florida. 


A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance: 
Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, Chairman, Mrs. W. E. Eckler, Mr. Homer Hand, 
Mrs, Shirley Kohl, Mrs. Lawrence R. Leviton, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, 
Mrs. Alan S. Rush, Mr. Paul Speicher, and Mr. Alfred Weeks. Also in 
attendance was Miss Florence E. Biller, Library Director. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson, 
Dr. Clarence L. Crawford, Mr. Robert Stevens, and Mrs. Charles Taffel. 


Mrs. Eckler made a motion that the minutes be accepted as received. 
Mrs. Leviton seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported on a meeting she had had with the Mayor of 
Royal Palm Beach in connection with the possibility of this municipality 
becoming a part of the Library District. She reported that the Mayor 
visited the County Library Headquarters and the Bookmobile and indicated 
that she would take the matter up with the City Council to see whether 
they would be interested in coming into the System. This meeting resulted 
from correspondence with a member of the Royal Palm Beach Planning Board 
who has expressed interest in Royal Palm Beach being a part of the System 
and requested that the Mayor be familiarized with the program. 


Mrs. Eckler reported on a meeting she had had with the City Manager and 
the Librarian of Boynton Beach. The City Manager, Clarence Q. Jones, 

had requested information on how Boynton Reach could participate in the 
System and what would be required. He was interested in knowing whether 
Boynton Beach could participate on a trial basis for from 3 to 6 months 
while waiving the receipt of County funds. Mrs. Eckler explained that at 
the moment there was no policy regarding this procedure. 


Some discussion was held on the matter of a municipality participating 

in the System on a trial basis and the resulting administrative and public 
relations problems. Mrs. Eckler made a motion that libraries not be 
accepted on a trial basis. Mr. Hand seconded the motion, and the motion 
carried unanimously. The Chairman will notify Mr. Jones of this action. 


Mr. Gildan reported on the meeting of the Board of County Commissioners 
which he and the County Library Director had attended the morning of 
Tuesday, November 17, 1970, and at which the Library site in Section 6 
was discussed. Also in attendance at the Commission Meeting was the 
County's Airport Consultant who explained the Federal regulations with 
regard to the disposition or use of parcels of land in Section 6. 

Mr. Gildan stated that it appeared that the most feasible way for land 
in Section 6 to be used by the Library would be on a rental basis for 
20 years, with the rental payment being based on 7 percent of the 
appraised value of the land occupied at its highest and best use. 


A motion was made by Mr. Speicher that the Board of County Commissioners 
be advised that it was the reconmendation of the County Library Advisory 
Board that the lease proposal for the use of this land was preferable to 
purchase of the land with funds from the County Library Fund. Mr. Weeks 
seconded the motion, and after discussion, the motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Hand made a motion that the Library Director provide such clarifi- 
cation as she deemed relevant and that she request that the same application 
be reconsidered by the State Library Advisory Council rather than submitting 
a, completely revised application. Mrs. Eckler seconded the motion, and the 
motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director called the Board's attention to the fact that the 
Property Tax Statements in format were the same this year as last year 
and resulted in great confusion as to the amount of the library tax and 
as to who was required to pay the tax. She reported that the Tax 
Collector's Office had told her that many complaints and inquiries 
were being received in connection with the library tax. 


Mrs. Eckler made a motion that the County Library Director contact the 
County Tax Collector and request that the form be revised before next year 
in order to resolve this problem. Mr. Speicher seconded the motion, and 
the motion carried unanimously.

Consultant; and Mr. Spina and Mr. Petersen of the architectural firm of 
Stetson-Spina-Davis and Associates, Architects.

Mr. Weeks made a motion that the minutes be accepted as received. 
Mrs. Eckler seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported on the progress of the book catalog. Book No. 
of this catalog is now scheduled to appear toward the end of January, which 
is late on the schedule originally planned. She reported that a representa- 
tive of Science Press, the company producing the catalog, was currently 
visiting the Library in connection with the in-put phase of the catalog. 


The application for the Headquarters Building Federal construction funds 
was presented. The final drawings to be submitted with the application 
were presented by representatives of the architectural firm and commented 
upon by the Library Director and the Library Building Consultant. 

Mrs. Leviton moved the adoption of Resolution No. 78, recommending the 
approval and execution of the application for Federal construction funds 
by the Board of County Commissioners. Mr. Weeks seconded the motion, and 
the motion carried unanimously. 


The matter of seeking additional funds from various industries in the County 
toward the construction of the Library Headquarters Building was discussed. 
It was decided to postpone any action or decision on this mtter until after 
the January meeting of the Library Board. 


The Library Director reported that she had been advised unofficially that 
the County Library would receive approximately $20,000 in State aid. She 
had also been advised unofficially that the application for a Federal grant 
of $100,000 would be denied. 


She reported that she had requested of the Chairman of the State Library 
Advisory Council, Dr. Archie McNeal. of the University of Miami Library, 
that the application for Federal funds be reconsidered and that she be 
permitted to present in person information about the program at the meeting 
of the Council in January. Dr. McNeal had indicated that he would be happy 
to see that this was arranged for the meeting on January 8, 1971, which the 
Director expects to attend. 


The matter of the design of the Property Tax Statements, which leads to 
confusion in connection with the Library Taxing District tax, was discussed. 
It was agreed that a resolution be prepared requesting that the Library tax 


be indicated on the tax statement in the same manner as municipal taxes.
